Let us all pray that this brauch 
of our church work may receive 
the attention that it demands, 
and thai, a movement may be 
commenceu ul Louisville, though 
small, with inherent powers of 
development to rise to some- 
thing that ih grand and glorious. 


A Few Extracts from thtf Epl»- 
lleri of Clement. 


There are among the writings 
ol the early Christians, two 
epistles beariug the name of 
Clement. Who the Clement was 
to whom tho»e writings are as- 
cribed, cannot be determined 
with absolute certainly. The 
general opinion is, that he is the 
same as the persou by that name 
referred to by Paul in bis writ- 
inge to the Phillip [nans. Tbe 
writings themselves contain no 
statement with reference to their 
authority, but simply purport 
to have heen written in tbe name 
of the church at Hume, to the 
eh u ruh ot Corinth. But in the 
catalogue of contents with the 
manuscript, they are plainly at- 
tributed to one Clement, and to 
this couclusifcn most scholars as- 
sent. 

They were written about the 
time of the closing book ol the 
New Testament was and breath 
a suiiit id true reverence and de- 
votion, Buch as few modern 
Christians writings approach. 

It is uotioable that the early 
literature ot tbe church abounds 
in expresiiona that indicate the 
possession ot tbe strongest love 
' by the writer, and depth ol rev- 
ered ■•' that is not attained by 
tbose who aim to follow Christ 


in these last times; yet these 
same writings are evidence 
t bat the same evil existed among 
men at that time that tbe Chris- 
tian must contend against now 

Tbe tirtl epistle was written, 
evidently, after severe persecu- 
tions, for the burden of tbe ar- 
gument is to encourage the 
faithful and prompt them onward 
to good works. These words 
are a portion ot the seventh 
chapter of the first epistle i 

"These things, beloved, we 
write unto yon, not merely to 
admonish you of your duty, but 
also to remind ourselves ; tor we 
are struggling on the same arena, 
and the same, conflict is assigned 
to both of us. Wherefore let us 
give up vain and fruitless cares, 
and approach to the glorious and 
venerable rule of our holy call- 
ing. Let us attend to what is 
good, pleasing, and acceptable in 
the sight of him who formed us. 
Let us look stead lastly to tbe 
blo-jd of Christ, and see how 
precious that blood is to Cod, 
wliicb, having been ahed for our 
salvation, has set tbe grace of 
repentance before tbe whole 
world." 

Bin is in one respect like the sir 
that man breathes. It can be 
found every where that man ex 
ista, and in consequence thereof, 
whoever undertakes to be an 
humble child of the Master, 
Christ, will have struggles. 
Christians and churches cannot 
continue in good works without, 
for sin must be assailed, and it 
is a task many times to give up 
vain and truitlt-BB carea and ap- 
proach to the glorious and ven- 
erable ruling of our holy calling. 
The blood of Christ, too, is for- 
gotten, and we do not esteem U 
as God does. It was most pre- 
cious to Cod, and it is moat pro 
cious to the redeemed soul, who 
looks steadfastly upou it. Agaiu 
he writes : "Let us then, men and 
brethren, with all energy act the 
part of soldiers in accordance 
with his holy commandments. 
Let us consider tbose who serve 
under our general, with what or 
der, obedience and submiasive- 
ness they perform the things 
which are commanded them." 

Order in the army U indispensa- 
ble and it is also in the bouse of 
the Lord, and every soldier 
should be obedient to his Captain 
— tbe Captain of our Salvation 
— and labor to carry on the 
great work of spreading the Gos- 
pel truth. 


His master shall perish and be 
shall perish with him. 

The man who is a slave to cov- 
etoueness will also perish with 
his master, and his labor will all 
be lost. The gratification that 
he experiences in tbe time of his 
servitude will give place to sor- 
row and anguish in eternity. 
"Go to now, ye rich men, weep 
and howl for your miseries that 
shall come upon yon." — St. 
James. 

Slavery in politics is another 
unholy servitude. In this all men 
should be masters instead of the 
veriest servants. 

In good causes, there is true 
greatness and genuine philan- 
thropy in being slaves, and such 
deeds shall never go unrewarded, 
They who assume this roll will 
brighten there names with a 
lustre and wreath it in beauties 
that shall never lade. They 
shall be as vines planted in fruit- 
ful hills, and the gathering will 
be in blissful eternity. 

And lastly, blessed is he who, 
out ol choice, makes himself a 
slave t3 Christ. He is a com- 
passionate Master; his subjects 
shall all be rewarded according 
to their works ; he will divide 
his possessions among those who 
had reapeet tor his cause, and 
consumed their substance lo ex- 
tend its prosperity; he will give 
all such lite that is endless and 
joy that is unspeakable and full 
ot glory. 

If you are born to be a worker 
and a slave, choose Christ to be 
your Master, instead ot vanity 
ambition, luBt, avarice, pride or 
your offspring.
